Peking. March 13.— China 
today 
protested to the Japanese 
legation 
against yesterday’s invasion of the 
Peiho river by two Japanese 
gun­ 
boats. 
Japan countered with a protest to 
the foreign office that the Taku forts 
attack on the gunboats was unjusti­ 
fied and announced that the matter 
would be taken up with the powers 
signatory to the Boxer protocol. 
The Japanese gunboats were driv­ 
en off by the Chinese. 
They 
re­ 
treated toward the sea. ineffectively 
returning the fire of the land bat­ 
teries. 
The commander of tho flo­ 
tilla was among the three wounded 
Japanese. 
China’s protest says the gunboats 
entered the river without previously 
informing the 
Chinese 
nationalist 
troops manning the forts that they 
were coming. 
The Taku forts guard the Peiho 
river a short distance 
above 
the 
point where it empties Into the Gulf 
of Chili. 
Tien Tsin, one of 
the 
treaty ports, is about 40 miles allose 
the forts and when all other routes 
from Pekin to the sea are blocked, 
the railroad line between Peking and 
Tien Tsin and the river route thence 
to the Gulf of Chili 
provides 
the 
only means of egress from the capi­ 
tal. 
The Boxer protocol stipulated 
that the route from Peking to the 
sea must be kept open and prohibits 
the arming of the Taku forts. 
Both 
these provisions have “been violated 
this week by 
Marshal 
Feng 
Yu 
Hsiang’s nationalist army, as }# pre­ 
pared to meet the attack of a ;triple 
coalition of other Chinese 
lenders, 
composed of Marshal Chang Tso Lin, 
Li Ching Lin and Wu Pe! Fu. 
Thepe 
seek to wrest from Feng the coptfol 
of the' Peking area. 
Feng mined the entrance to the 
Peiho river and ordered foreign ship­ 
ping to keep out of it. 
Protests to 
the Chinese foreign 
office 
elicited 
promises that the mines would be 
removed and foreign shipping 
had 
resumed the river route when 
the 
engagement between the forts 
and 
the Japanese gunboats took place. 
The powers were preparing to in­ 
tervene *to open the river and rescue 
Peking from isolation when foreign 
shipping was permitted to return to 
the river. 
The effect of the Japan- 
ese-Chinese clash remains to be seen. 
Whatever occurs, the futile Pek­ 
ing government will not be able to 
do anything about it. 
China is con­ 
trolled by various military leaders 
and the peking government has little 
more Influence than a coolie outside 
the city walls.

BELGIUM AND SWEDEN OFFER

many’s entry into the council. 
The council members will meet in­ 
formally today, it was announced, 
to discuss the sentiment of the as­ 
sembly which now Is veering from 
the support of Germany to that of 
tin* Locarno group, which is seeking 
a compromise on the baals of the 
creation of a non-permanent coun­ 
cil seat for Poland and the postpone­ 
ment of Spain and Brazil’s council 
candidacies until September. 
Sir Austell Chamberlain, the Brit­ 
ish foreign minister, and the prin­ 
cipal German delegates lunched to­ 
gether today to consider a revised 
plan of agreement. 
It Is learned from German officials 
tliut this agreement would

COUNTIES WAITING TO KF REIMBURSED 


Because tho state legislature has refused to live up to a law 
of its own making, 87 county treasuries are waiting for reimburse­ 
ment from the state for a proportion of mothers pensions claims. 
This condition is brought about by the fact that despite the 
law passed in 1917, which requires the state to pay one-third of 
all mothers’ pensions approved by the juvenile court, not one cent 
has been paid out of the state treasury because the legislature has 
steadfastly refused to make the necessary appropriation. 
It’s a 
case where the counties are living up to a law that the state itself 
refuses to obey. 
Up to the beginning of 1926 there is now due $17,357.56 to 
Crow Wing county. 
Beltrami county claims $30,000 from the 
state; Douglas county $10,000; Pipestone $10,375; Olmsted $18,- 
325; Stearns $50,000; Mower $10,000; Itasca $36,750; Winona 
$40,475; Brown $50,000; Morrison $25,000; Martin $50,000; 
Washington $11,500.

TOO EARLY TO CRY OVER TILDEN

When Bill Tilden was defeated by Jean Borotra and B e n e LaCoste, the 
young French stars, in the recent indoor gam es here, the mourner’s bench 
ordered a shroud and chanted in chorus, “There goes another great cham ­ 
pion.” 
It is perhaps a little early to write the tennis obituary of Bill Tilden. 
Like all other athletes the day must come when he will have to retire or be 
beaten by a younger and more durable player but that day is not within a 
few sheets of the calendar. 
Human ju d g m en t is not Infallible as was shown just a week or so ago 
when Harry Greb, the world’s middleweight champion, was succeeded by 
Tiger Flowers, the deacon of a negro Methodist, church. 
Greb, although his mode of living had warned that he would reach the 
end of his career before his natural time, was considered as a sure cham ­ 
pion for another year hut the end came sooner than w as anticipated. 
Tilden is a Broadway character but he does not follow the path that Greb 
did. 
Tilden does his stuff behind the footlights and Greb did his in front of 
them hut the wear and tear on the constitution is alm ost the same. 
Tllden’s strong physical powers were his greatest assets in two terrific 
matches against little Bill Johnston, the frail Californian, and his endurance 
as much as his marvelous tennis enabled him to save the international team 
championship for the United States in the recent matches against France 
when he beat Borotra in a match that lasted alm ost three hours. 
The world’s champion had said before the indoor championships that the 
glare of the footlights had impaired his vision and his intimate friends knew 
that he was worried over the failure of a show in which he had invested 
nearly all his money. 
Tilden was off his game when he was defeated by Borotra and LaCoste 
but Borotra said, ‘‘That was not the real Tilden. 
H e’ll beat me when he has 
to do it.” 
The Frenchman was right. 
When the prestige of the United States de­ 
pended upon him in the deciding match of the international tournament, 
Tilden had to win and he won by exehibiting some of the most brilliant ten­ 
nis that ever has been seen on any court. 
“ Shucks,, what does this indoor title amount to,” Tilden remarked after 
he had been eliminated for the first time in six years in a national tourna­ 
ment. 
But when he was called upon to defend the national colors, he did it. 
Tilden is not through. 
He likes the outdoor gam e better than board 
floors and when the national turf championship and the Davis Cup challenge 
round come next sum m er the big champion will be worth all the money you 
can afford to wager.
